A prisoner could not be taken out of the 
Penitentiary to testify in a case y a writ 
from this court. A convicted feldn was the 
only person in the State who did not come 
within the process of the writ. 

Mr. Harvey said that the law had been that 
the —— ge 4 of a convicted felon was incom- 
petent and that was the cause of an exception 
being made to him in the stipulations of the 
power of the writ, but recently a law had been 
passed making the testimony of a convict ad- 
missable and a writ of habeas corpus ad testi- 
ficandum consequently applied to him now 
the same as to other persons. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney McDonald as a 
friend of the Court coincided with the views of 
Mr. Harvey. Under the present law he 
thought that a convicted felon could be 
brought here to testify in a case by a writ of 
habeas corpus ad testificandum and thought 
that was the only way of getting this testimo- 
mony of Wittrock and Haight.

FRAUD INVESTIGATION,

Significant Views Expressed from the Bench 
of the United States District Court—Fore- 
man Norris’ Singular Mishap—Guarding 
the Evidence—Reopening of the Inquiry 
To-Morrow. 


The investigation of the election frauds is in 
good hands. Those who were in attendance 
atthe session of the United States District 
Courtthis morning left with the impression 
that Judge Treat had taken the matter in his 
own hands and that he intended to run things.

CAUSED A LIVELY SHAKING. 


Explosion of a Car-Load of Powder— 
Brakeman Killed. 


By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

NEVADA, Mo., January 2.—The terrible ex- 
plosion which occurred near Fort Scott this 
morning atl o’clock was plainly feilt in this 
city. Window glasses were shattered in 
private residences, and a large plate-glass 
window in the Citizens’ Bank duliding 
was broken. Peopie sprang from their beds 


in terror, thinking an earthquake had shaken 
the city. The cause of the noise was the ex- 
plosion ofacar-load of powder in a freight 
train near Ft. Scott, a distance of twenty 
miles. The train was No, 157 and left this city 
at 9:06 o’clock last night with Conductor 
Elliott and Engineer Dillon in charge. Only 
meagre particulars have been received here 
concerning the disaster, but are about as fol- 
lows: The engine was switching, and had just 
stopped at the time of the explo- 
sion. The engineer and fireman were 
thrown from the cab and fatally injured, while 
the engine was blown down the track by the 
force of the explosion, two miles and a half. 
The brakeman, whose name cannot be learned, 
was killed outright.

A Suit Involving the Famous Chapin Mine—

WHAT THE PREACHERS SAY ABOUT THE 


PROPOSED BILL. 


General Indorsement of the Measure Now 


Before the Legislature, Allowing Di- 
vorces on One Solitary Ground — The 
Question of Remarriage—Dr. Ford Wants 
Guilty and Imgnocent to Suffer Alike—A 
Christian Uncertain How He Would Act 
in the Senate—Desertion as a Scriptural 
Ground, 


The bill introduced in the Missouri Senate 


the other day making adultery thesole ground 
for divorce was brought to the attention of 
the clergy at the respective ministerial head-

REV. W. W. BOYD, D. D.,
